June Minor Revision:
There were no comments about the July Minor revisions to the FY2023-2026 S/TIP.

2023-2026 STIP Amendments Update:
Amendment 1 has been approved by federal partners and is now final. NHDOT staff thanked all the
stakeholders for their help in getting the Amendment processed in a timely fashion.

Amendment 2 is in process and is Rural only which means there is no action required by the 4 New
Hampshire MPQ's. NHDOT noted the following change/additional information to Amendment 2:

e Enfield Project # 44286
o Change in funding type in FY2023; funding type is now All-Other. The reason for the change
is to accommodate an accelerated approach to the project development schedule.

FHWA staff said that there are no Air Quality Conformity issues associated with this Amendment.
NHDOT staff said that the 10-day public comment period will run from July 17 to July 27, after which
the draft Amendment will be sent to Federal partners.

Agency Updates:

NHDES: Jessica Wilcox had 2 updates:

e Granite State Green Fleets Program - $10Million available to help municipally owned fleets
replace old equipment and reduce diesel emissions. Project proposals will be accepted through
October 13, 2023

® NH State Clean Diesel Grant Program - Request for Proposals Round 4 Open as of May 25, due
September 15, 2023.

EPA: the newest version of Motor Vehicle Emission Simulator (MOVES 4.0) will be released in
the Fall. There will be a related webinar in late July. EPA staff said that information about the
webinar will be sent out to the interagency partners.

FTA: nothing to report.

NHDOT: Fred Butler said that he would be sending out his request to transit agencies for
quarterly S/TIP updates soon.

FHWA: the following Notices of Funding Opportunities (NOFQ's) were noted:
* INFRA/Mega/Rural (Multimodal Project Discretionary Grant)
e Reconnecting Communities and Neighborhoods (RCN)
